Dear Mr. Sanders: 

With respect to yovr inquiry of March 29, 1974, I am sorry 
to advise you that your Asiatic purchases were to a great degree 
unfortunate. In Bangkok, Singapore, Hong Kong and Tai Pei forged 
United States dollars are very commonly sold. Your 1804 dollar is 
a forgery prepared from an altered genuine coin of a prior date. 

The 4 is entirely too thick and has a crosslet on the end of the 
horizontal bar. This is not true of the mint struck specimens. 
Similarly, the left end of the hair curl on top of the head points 
generally upward on your piece and is broken off on the mint struck 
specimens. I also wonder what the edge on your coin is. 

The 1803 dollar is a similar type forgery. 

The 1799 dollar seems to show a milled edge and, if so, is 
a forgery as the edges on these early dollars were lettered. The 
1875 has casting gas pockets surrounding the head and at the base of 
the reverse and these characteristics would indicate that it is a 
forgery. 


I am returning the six photographs you requested to be 
returned and thank you for the pictures of the 1804 forgery which 
you acquired. Please do not be disappointed as this has happened 
to many travelers.

Madam Knight, a lady of rank, of such remarkable courage as to make the 
tour from Boston to New York, about 1695 . 

"'They give the title of merchant to every track ■ who rate their goods 
according to the time and specie they pay in, viz., pay. money, pay as money, 
and trusting. Pay is grain, pork, and beef, &c., ar the prices set by the 
general court that year; money is pieces of 8, ryals, or Boston or Bay Shil¬ 
lings, (as they call them,) or good hard money, as sometimes silver coin is 
called by them; also wampum, viz., Indian beads wch. serves for change. Pay 
as money is provisions as aforesaid, one third cheapei than as the Assembly 
or generall court sets it, and trust as they and the merchant agree for time. 
Now when the buyer comes to ask for a commodity, sometimes before the 
merchant answers that he has it, he sais, is your pay ready? Perhaps the 
chap replies, yes. What do you pay in? sais the merchant. The buyer having 
answered, then the price is set; as suppose he wants a 6 rt knife, in pav it is 
12 rt , in pay as money 8‘% and hard money, its own value, G‘ l . It seems u very 
intricate way of trade, and what 'Tex Mcreatoria ’ had not thought <>f.” 

Having given the records referring particularly to the money* '•iiitciii
